HE Resurrection means a triumphant Christ alive for- 

evermore. Even when the forty wonderful days suc- 
ceeding the first Easter were over, and Jesus’ visible pres- 
ence was withdrawn, the Disciples knew they had not 
lost Him. Every day His own word was being verified in 
their experience: “Lo, Iam with you alway, even unto the 
end.” (Matt. xxviii. 20) 

Through all the vicissitudes of their active service it was 
no fading memory that sustained them, but a living 
Presence and a daily Comradeship; and when, like their 
Master before them, they saw death coming to meet them 
violently, it was His hands that held them up. Nor was 
their experience unique. Hosts of men and women since 
the Disciples’ day have walked and talked with Christ. 
This is no miracle: for if Christ is risen indeed, which 
means if He is living now, what is more natural than that 
His own friends should sometimes meet Him face to face? 
Such fellowship is a direct consequence of the Resurrec- 
tion. 

Yes, Christ is alive. To thousands upon thousands at the 
present hour this is no mere theory or vague, uncertain 
rumor, but proved, inviolable experience; and if they are 
facing life victoriously now where once they were de- 
feated, it is because they have found the same risen Lord 
who walked among the flowers of the garden on the 
morning of the first Easter day.

ee that many of us ask at Easter is: What 
are we waiting for?

HE Bible is for people everywhere. It is God’s 

Word about Himself. It introduces and interprets 
Jesus Christ, man’s only sufficient Saviour. It speaks 
with equal felicity to the rich and the poor, to youth 
and the aged, to the victor and the defeated. 

As the Advisory Council of the American Bible 
Society meets this year, attention is freshly focused 
on bringing the Word of God to all people. We re- 
alize that we must plan toward the day when those 
who have this Book will share it with every prospec- 
tive reader. We are made newly aware of the task 
that confronts the American Bible Society and its 
sister Societies with concomitant problems and oppor- 
tunities created by the exploding populations, the 
advances in literacy and learning, new revolutionary 
moods and methods, the rise of new nationalisms, 
the resurgence of ancient religions and the threat of 
nuclear destruction. 


I. Nowhere does the theme of this report become so 
compelling and comprehensive as in the overseas 
distribution of the Scriptures, the American Bible 
Society being engaged in the translation, publication 
and distribution of the Scriptures in 296 languages, 
in 75 countries and territories on five continents, in 
cooperation with the United Bible Societies. 

In spite of this gigantic effort, which produced a 
total circulation last year of nearly thirty million 
copies of the Scriptures, of which the American Bible 
Society accounted for 17,650,917 copies (the greatest 
annual circulation in its history), the Advisory Coun- 
cil is fuily aware that much more must be done. It 
therefore recommends that the Society continue to 
recognize and emphasize (a) a wider global coopera- 
tion with the historic Bible Societies and the United 
Bible Societies; (b) the growing accent on local con- 
trol by national groups, especially among the younger 
churches; and (c) new plans for increased Scripture 
distribution. 


II. The Council looks with favor on the Society's 
revised organizational patterns for national distribu- 
tion and therefore commends the Society on the newly 
adopted structure of three regional offices with an 
augmented staff of able specialists. 


III. The Council acknowledges the importance of 
the observance of Universal Bible Sunday and the 
Worldwide Bible Reading program from Thanks- 
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giving to Christmas, with their contribution to th 
religious climate of America. It is also aware thi 
budget adjustments require a curtailment in this in 
portant program. It therefore recommends that (a) i 
promoting Universal Bible Sunday, the America 
Bible Society place greater emphasis on its distribu 
tion program, especially as relates to the missionar 
work of the churches; that (b) free bulletins for Bib 
Sunday be discontinued, and in their place free ir 
serts be provided to include such items as a pict 
of the annual poster, an inspirational story, a repo: 
about the Bible Society and helps in reading th 
Bible, such as ‘‘Where to Look in the Bible”; thz 
(c) immediate efforts be made to suggest to denom 
national and other bulletin-using services their us 
of the poster and various allied bulletin materia 
beginning on the first or second Sunday in Decembe 
that (d) churches ordering bookmarks, posters, et 
be asked to send a minimum of one dollar per orde 
to cover packing and mailing costs. | 
‘ 


IV. The Council approves and endorses the Uni 
Bible Societies in their worldwide five-year study 
the use of the Bible in the churches in order to discu 
ways in which the Bible is used creatively in 
churches. It supports wholeheartedly the share 
this study undertaken in the United States and Lati 
America, and requests the Society to report the find 
ings and results of this study to the headquarters ( 
each denomination. 


V. The Council recommends that each denomina 
tion in America which has not yet done so considé 
taking official action recognizing as worthy of suy 
port the missionary distribution by the America 
Bible Society. 


VI. The Council further recognizes the need for ir 
creased support of the Society from the churches an 
therefore recommends that (a) every denominatio' 
do its utmost to increase its contribution for 1961 
that (b) the members of the Advisory Council acce 

responsibility for opening the doors of their respecti 

denominations to members of the American Bib 
Society staff as they seek increasing support for t 

American Bible Society; and that (c) a committe 
be appointed to propose to the next meeting of th 
Advisory Council a suitable program toward th 
celebration of the 150th anniversary of the Society 


the advisory coune: 


VII. The Council expresses appreciation to the So- 
‘ciety for its present efforts in the use of mass com- 
‘munication: its one-minute Bible readings, its pro- 
gram kit for women commentators, its spot announce- 
ments during the Worldwide Bible Reading program 
and its weekly radio quiz, ‘““The Living Bible.” The 
Council recommends, however, that the Society ex- 
plore the possibility of having a series of spot an- 
nouncements on radio and television for the entire 
year, related to such important events as Universal 
Bible Sunday and the 350th anniversary of the King 
James Bible. It further urges that every means be 
‘sought to secure public service time and, if possible, 
special gifts for support of an enlarged pao in this 
‘area to help relate the worldwide program of the 
Bible Society to the current world scene. 


VIII. The proposed theme for 1961, “The Word 
for the World,” incorporates in a terse statement the 
‘threefold task of the Society, viz., translation, pub- 
lication and distribution. We therefore pledge our 
support in heralding this theme. 


IX. The Council recommends that the 1961 budget 
of $4,307,000 be endorsed and recommended to the 
Board of Managers for adoption. In conclusion the 
Advisory Council expresses its appreciation for the 
dedicated service of staff and Officers of the American 
Bible Society in helping the churches to carry out

in other areas. We trust that, as a 
result, this program may achieve 
its greatest effectiveness in our 
common task of bringing to men 
everywhere the Holy Scriptures. 
In a recent letter Associate Sec- 
retary Ralph B. Rice wrote from 
Guatemala: ‘“‘I have just spent a 
week in the area of the Kekchi 
dialect. After talking with several 
of the leaders among the workers 
of that tribe, it can be reported 
that the most important result of 
the use of the Finger-fonos in that 
tribe is a greatly stimulated in- 
terest on the part of new believers 
both in areas already churched 
and in the reaching of new towns 
and villages. One specific instance 
may be cited: Missionary James 
Hudson and national workers 
passed through one remote village 
where they had vainly sought for 
years to gain an entrance with the 
Gospel. ‘They thought they would 
stop only long enough to play two 
or three records before continuing 


their journey to another village 
farther on. They were pleasantly 
surprised to find themselves sud- 
denly surrounded by a large group 
of curious and interested Indians. 
One demand after another to play 
more records prolonged their stay, 
until each side of all six records 
had been played several times. A 
few days later, on the return trip 
the Indians, formerly hostile to 
the Gospel, begged them to stay 
overnight and to conduct a serv- 
ice. Thus the simple reading of the 
Word on these records opened 
hearts and broke down barriers of 
superstition and hatred, so that 
another village is now susceptible 
to the Gospel.

The Good News 


HE New Testament tells the Gospel, or Good News, of Jesus Christ, and de- 

scribes experiences of the early Christians. Luke dictated his Gospel to a 
scribe who wrote it down in Greek. The other books of the New Testament 
were also written in Greek. The sayings of Jesus may first have been written 
down in Aramaic, the language Jesus spoke. 

Much of the New Testament consists of letters written by Paul and other 
Apostles to early Christian churches throughout the Mediterranean world. Cop- 
ies were made for neighboring churches, and these, with copies of the Gospel 
writings, were widely circulated. 

The oldest known fragment of a New Testament manuscript is a tiny piece of 
papyrus written early in the second century. It contains a few words from the 
eighteenth chapter of the Gospel of John. ;

January Meeting 
of the Board 


A meeting of the Board of Managers of 
the American Bible Society was held at the 
Bible House, 450 Park Avenue, New York, 
on Thursday, January 5, 1961, at 3:30 p.m., 
President Daniel Burke in the Chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Mr. John Binns. The Rev. Dr. Dewey M. 
Beegle, elected a Ministerial Member of 
the Board of Managers, was assigned to the 
Translations Committee. 

The total number of volumes issued from 
the Bible House from January through 
November 1960 was 16,455,518, an increase 
of 3,325,549 over 1959. 

As of December 15 a total of 3,873,356 
English Christmas Portions were issued 
from Bible House in New York. 

Copies of the Revised Reina Valera Ver- 
sion of the Spanish Bible were on display. 
It was reported that 1,090,549 volumes of 
Scripture were distributed in Korea during 
1960, and 1,886,909 in Japan.

Mr. Porras and I 
loaded them into the jeep and took them 
to a poorer section of the city, assigned 
them two each to a different city block and 
gave them a quantity of small Gospel Por- 
tions to distribute free in the homes. They 
were thrilled to have had a part in the 
seed-sowing, and we trust that much of 
their seeds fell on good ground.”
